A Bad Accident. 


BLACK RIVEII FALLS, WU., Jan. 10 — 


A bad accident occurred at Shoppards, 
on the Omaha road !> miles south of this 
city, to the St. Paul express from Chi- 
cago known as No. 3, yesterday morn- 
ing, at 1):15 o'clock. A broken switjh 
brew tho passenger, sleeper and din- 
ng ear from the track, the sleeper be- 


thrown on its side in the ditch. 


"N'iue passengers were in this car, and 
veio taken out through tho broken 
vindcnvs, and with the exception of 
lirco or four, miraculously escaped 
Sfrious injuries. 


The train was nearly au hour behind 


time, and was running at the rate of 
tifty miles an hour when the accident 
occurred. Tin' track w as torn up for a 
distance of twenty rods, and tho ruils 
snapped in two liltc pipe stems. For- 
tunately fire did not break out in tho 
sleepers until the passengers were got- 
ten out, cLse all must have been burned 


ith the car. This is probably one of 


the most fortunate accidents that ever 
occurred.

240 acres. John Gaede was not afraid 
of a mortgage, for without it he knew he 
would never be worth a dollar.

He'has refused 818,000 in hard cash
